After Insurance Agents. 

The State authorities will wage relent- 
less war against the system of rebating by 
insurance companies, and any company 
that shall hereafter fail or refuse to com- 
ply with the requirements will have its 
franchise to do business in Kentucky 
forfeited. 

State Insurance Commissioner H. R. 
Prewitt in an interview Wednesday night 
said: 

”I am satisfied that rebating is being 
carried on, and the State Department now 
proposes to put an end to it. Blank afli- 
davits will be prepared and transmitted to 
each of the insurance companies doing 
business in the State, and general as well 
as local agents will be required to state 
therein, under oath, that no rebating is 
being done by them or any of their repre- 
sentatives, and if such affidavit is found to 
be false or any rebating is done thereafter 
a prosecution will follow and all franchises 
will be declared forfeited.”

Cripple Creek District Placed in 
Charge of Civil Authorities. 



At Times It Is a Face and Then Again 
a Name That Brings 
the Puff. 



Denver, Col., July 27. — Gov. Peabody 
Tuesday issued a proclamation call- 
ing off military rule in Teller county 
and placing the Cripple Creek district 
in charge of the civil authorities. 

This action was taken Dy the gov- 
ernor in face of opposition from many 
influential citizens of Cripple Creek, 
who desire to prevent deported union 
miners from returning to the district. 
Before issuing his order, however, the 
governor received assurances from 
Sheriff Edward Bell that his forces 
were able to control the situation. 

The military expenses of the state 
during the past 18 months due to 
strikes are ^aid to aggregate about 
$ 1 , 000 , 000 . 

No troops are now under arms any- 
where in Colorado, and good order 
prevails in all the mining camps. 

The following ofl[icial report of the 
military court, or board of inquiry, 
which was established here on June 
8, was given out Tuesda> night, as fol- 
lows: 

“The commission assembled at once 
and proceeded to examine all parties 
appearing. The number of Jthose ap- 
pearing was 1,569; the number rec- 
ommended for deportation. 235; for 
trial in the criminal courts, 42; and 
1,289 were ordered released. 

“Of those recommended for depor- 
tation, the list was composed of agi- 
tators, ore thieves, keepers of fences 
for stolen ore, habitues of bawdy 
houses, saloon bums and vagrants. 
The examination was conducted along 
the line of desirability of those exam- 
ined for residence in this district with 
a view to peace and law observance, 
and no other purpose was had in view 
In the recommendation.’’ 

John Fisher, Joseph Fisher, John 
Schmidt and John Miller at 9:15 
o’clock Tuesday night were driven 
from their homes in the suburb of 
Hollywood, about a mile east of this 
city, by three or four men. John 
Fisher escaped and came to military 
headquarters, where he made known 
the facts. What has become of the 
other three has not yet been learned. 
Fisher states that he is a non-union 
man and has been a resident of the 
district for 11 years. The three men 
who were driven out with Fisher are 
■jalso non-union men. Fisher said ho 
did not know any of the vigilantes.

Those at the Stockyards Station of 
the Chicago Junction Road Join 
the Striking Butchers and Al- 
lied Trades Unionists. 



Some Witnesses Claim the Air Brakes 
Failed to Work and Others Blame 
the Accident on’ the Traction 
Car Conductor, 



Chicago, July 26. — With all peace 
negotiations broken off and with all 
the allied trades unions employed at 
the different plants, with the exception 
of the teamsters and the stationary 
engineers, out on strike in sympathy 
with the butcher workmen who quit 
work two weeks ago, the stock yards 
strike Monday night had settled down 
to what promises to be one of the bit- 
terest fights between capital and labor 
in the history of America. 

Chicago, July 27. — The sympathetic 
strike at the stockyards was complete 
Wednesday morning. The belated 
sanction of the teamsters joining their 
brother w'orkmen in the general strike 
was given Tuesday might by the offi- 
cers of the International Teamsters’ 
union, and the 700 drivers employed 
in the packing industry in Chicago 
quit work. 

Chicago, July 28. — An unexpected 
complication arose Wednesday night 
when the freight handlers employed 
at the stockyards station of the Chi- 
cago Junction railroad went on strike. 
The men gave as their reason for 
quitting work their unwillingness to 
handle meat turned out by non-union 
w'orkmen in the packing plants. 

While the number of freight hanti- 
lers employed at this station is only 
40 men, still their decision to join tho 
sympathetic strike is a severe blow 
to the packers, as the greater portion 
of the dressed meats shipped from 
the yards to the local trade passes 
through the hands of these men. 
Should non-union men be engaged to 
take the places of the strikers a 
strike of the union switchmen may 
follow. With the switchmen out it 
would be only a matter of a short 
time until the strike would spread to 
the other employes of the railroad. 

When the union teamsters w’ent on 
strike the Chicago Junction railroad 
w’as depended on by the packers as a 
means of supplying their down-town 
customers. The strike Wednesday 
night, however, leaves the packers 
without an outlet for supplying the 
city trade unless non-union men can 
be obtained to take the places of the 
.strikers, or non-union teamsters be 
employed to make city deliveries. An 
attempt to deliver meat with non- 
union teamsters would without doubt 
precipitate rioting, as the new men 
would be harrassed by strike sympa- 
thizers from the time they left the 
yards until the time they reached 
their destination. Two years ago, dur- 
ing the union teamsters’ strike at the 
stockyards non-union men were em- 
ployed to make deliveries under po- 
lice protection and some of the worst 
riots in the history of Chicago took 
place. 

“Wo had an agreement with Mr, 
Donnelly's organization and the al- 
lied trades which they have failed to 
live up to and under the circum- 
sftances we do not care to make any 
further agreements with them.” 

This is the statement which was 
signed by the representatives of the 
packers and handed to the members 
of the board of arbitration Wednes- 
day night at the end of a conference 
between the two bodies, held at the 
request of the state board in an en- 
deavor to bring about another meet- 
ing between the packers and the strik- 
ers. 

The packers received the state 
board courteously and listened to 
their arguments for a peaceable ad- 
justment of the difficulty. The an- 
nouncement that the packers were op- 
posed to any further peace negotia- 
tions with the strikers was handed to 
the board by Arthur Meeker and 
Thomas Connor, both of the Annour 
Co., who represented the packers. 
While from their statement it would 
appear that the packers are opposed 
to meeting the strikers again on any 
terms, such is not the case. At the 
last conference between the strikers 
and the packers the latter informed 
the union leaders that any time they 
expres.sed a desire to live up to the 
original arbitration agreement, signed 
a week ago, which provided for tho 
reinstatement of the striking butch- 
ers inside of 45 days and for all griev- 
ances to be submitted to arbitration 
the packers would be willing to re- 
new the agreement. 



Indianapolis, Ind., July 26. — Two per- 
sons were killed and several injured 
in a collision between southbound Big 
Four passenger train No. 18 and a 
westbound Prospect-Blake electric car 
at Washington and Missouri streets 
at o’clock- Monday night. 

The locomotive struck the front of 
the electric car, throwing it a distance 
of 20 feet to one side, its direction 
being almost reversed. The train was 
stopped within a few yards of Wash- 
ington street, and the crew assisted 
in clearing the wreckage and caring 
for the injured. 

An emergency call was sounded and 
the arrival of patrol wagons and am- 
bulances, coupled with the fact that 
the street was at that hour being trav- 
ersed by hundreds of people who were 
on their way home from work, caused 
a panic, which made It almost im- 
possible to learn the number of dead 
or ascertain the extent of the injuries 
to many of the passengers who were 
rushing about seeking relatives or 
friends among the fellow passengers. 

The cause of the accident is not 
clear. Conflicting stories are told by 
passengers and witnesses, several of 
whom say that the motorman applied 
the air brakes which failed to re- 
spond. Others claim that the conduc- 
tor of the electric car failed to pro- 
ceed ahead of the car for the purpose 
of seeing that the track was clear. 

Within a few minutes after the in- 
jured had been hurried to the hospi- 
tals and the dead transferred to the 
morgue, officials reported that four 
were killed. •

Was Formally Opened at His 
Home on Sagamore Hill. 



The Latter Were Driven From The'r 
Fortified Position — Japanese Had 
Only 800 Casualties — Russian 
Losses Not Known. 



The Democratic Yice Presidential Can- 
didate Is Well Known and Liked 
in Washington — New Cabinet 
Officers — Other Gossip. 



Oyster Bay, L. I., July 28. — Theodore 
Roosevelt Wednesday formally opened 
the political campaign of 1904 at his 
beautiful country home. Sagamore 
Hill. Standing on a spot made dear 
to him by the associations of a life^ 
time, surrounded^ by his family and 
relatives an^ £rien4s, and in the pres- 
ence of an assemblage of men dis- 
tinguished in all walks of life, he for- 
mally received and accepted the nomi- 
nation of the republican party for 
president of the United States. 

President Roosevelt’s speech of ac- 
ceptance was characteristically force- 
ful, and direct in argument and re- 
plete with epigrammatic passages. It 
w'as Yeceived with immense enthus- 
iasm by his auditors. Prosperity may 
be^ said to have been the keynote of 
the address, while the achievements 
of the republican party in statesman- 
ship at home and abroad were depict- 
ed w'ith the touch of a skilled hand. 

As the president concluded his 
speech,, Speaker Joseph G. Cannon, 
chairman of the notification commit- 
tee, grasped his hand and congratu- 
lated him cordially. 

The speech of the president will be 
circulated extensively in the cam- 
paign, as, aside from the letter of ac- 
ceptance, w'hich he will issue in a few 
weeks, it will be his only public ut- 
terance during the campaign. 

All of the details of arrangements 
for the ceremony of notification had 
been w'orked out carefully, and from 
the arrival of the special train from 
New’ York with the notification com- 
mittee abroad, until its departure, not 
a hitch occurred. 

In accordance with the wish of the 
president the ceremony was made as 
simple as possible. 

The formal notification of the action 
of the convention was made on behalf 
of a committee representing every 
state and territory in the United 
States, by Joseph G. Cannon, speaker 
of the national house of representa- 
tives. 

Shortly after noon all of the guests 
had arrived, but the ceremony of no- 
tification did not begin until 12:37 
p. m. After some consultation be- 
tw’een the president. Speaker Cannon, 
Chairman Cortelyou and Secretary 
Loeb. it was decided to hold the ex- 
ercises on the veranda. The heat was 
too great to admit of the guests being 
requested to sit on the lawn. It wras 
found that all the guests could easily 
assemble on the veranda, within hear- 
ing distance of the speakers. 

The ceremony was entirely infor- 
mal. As Speaker Cannon, attired in 
a dark gray frock suit, stepped up on 
a chair standing near the veranda 
railing, he w'as given a cordial recep- 
tion. 

While Mr. Cannon read his speech 
President Roosevelt stood at his right 
hand, giving close attention to the 
address. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, surrounded by her 
Children, Kermit, Ethel and Quentin, 
stood facing Mr. Cannon, almost in 
the center of the crowd. 

President Roosevelt shook Mr. Can- 
non’s hand heartily at the conclusion 
of his speech, and then mounted the 
chair to deliver his address in re- 
sponse. He W'as given so cordial a 
reception that it was quite a minute 
before he could proceed. He was in 
excellent voice, and though he fol- 
lowed the printed text of his speech, 
he seldom referred to it. The ad- 
dress was punctuated by applause. 

The visitors then assembled on the 
lawn and the group was taken by a 
photographer.

It is reported that the 
Japanese took the Russian position at 
Ta Tehekio Monday night at the point 
of the bayoneL 

Tokio, July 28. — la a daring night 
attack against a Russian force esti- 
mated at five divisions w'ith 100 guns, 
Gen. Oku succeeded in driving the 
enemy from their strong line of de- 
fense south of Ta Tche Kiao. Ad- 
vancing on Sunday, Gen. Oku found a 
'superior force confronting him and 
that' a heavy artillery fire from the 
enemy was checking his men. He 
thereupon decided to hold the posi- 
tions he then held and to attempt a 
night surprise. This was successful, 
the Japanese troops hustling the Rus- 
sians into retreat to Ta Tche Kiao, 
The Japanese had only 800 casualties. 
No estimates of the Russian losses 
are given. 

The Takushan army did not partici- 
pate in this fight, it being located to 
the £ast of Ta Tche Kiao. Moving 
to the northwest this Takushan force 
fought and won a separate action on 
Friday, July 22, at Panllng, losing 31 
men. The commander of the Taku- 
shan army charged that the Russians 
violated the Japanese flag which they 
hoisted in an attempt to deceive the 
Japanese after which they fired a vol- 
ley into the . Japanese ranks. The 
Russians left 14 dead at Pauling. 

The Japanese began the advance 
against the Russian positions soutli 
of Ta Tche Kiao on Saturday, July 
23. On this date the vanguard occu- 
pied positions in the vicinity of Chui- 
chiatun, to the southeast of Ta Tche 
Kiao, devedoping the position and 
strength of the enemy. The position 
of the enemy was fortified. The 
sti-ongest point was at Taiping moun- 
tain, to the southeast of Ta Tche Kiao 
and here the heaviest force had as- 
sembled. The Russians had tw’O bat- 
talions of artillery iiosted near Cha- 
tenganon, due south of Ta Tche Kiao 
and ahead of the main line. The Jajv 
anese deployed to the westward from 
the vicinity of Chuhlatun and, con- 
fronting the Russian line, began the 
advance at an early hour on Sunday 
morning. At 9 o’clock the Japanese 
right had reached a bluff a little less 
than two miles from Taiping moun- 
tain. In the afternoon the Russian 
batteries, posted in various positions 
on the heights, opened with vigor, 
shelling the advancing Japanese line. 
The strength of the Russians gradu- 
ally developed during the day and 
Gen. Oku estimated it at five divis- 
ions and 100 guns. The Russian fire 
prevented a general advance and de- 
termined Gen. Oku to decide to await 
the advance of darkness to deliver a 
night assault. Two divisions of Rus- 
sians occupied the Saicheng road and 
Gen. Oku took the precautionary 
measure of engaging this force w'ith 
artillery. The Russians replied with 
artillery and the duel lasted until 
darkness. 

Suddenly at 10 o’clock Sunday night 
the entire Japanese right w'as hurled 
against the first Russian position east 
and west of Taiping mountain and 
easily captured it. At midnight the 
second position was attacked and by 
daylight the Japanese occupied the 
eminence to the east of Shanchiatun. 
The Russians were in retreat toward 
Ta' Tche Kiao. At 7 o’clock Monday 
morning the Japanese seized Cheny- 
shishan w'ithout resistance and pur- 
sued the Russian force toward Ta 
Tche Kiao.

— to say nothing of the lighthouses, 
the coast and geodetic survey, the 
steamboat inspection service and tha 
bureau of statistics. There is not ona 
of these bureaus which is not destined 
to expand greatly, with the additional 
attention which they will all receive 
from being placed under the jurisdic- 
tion of a new department. I had rather 
be at the head of this department than 
of any other department in the govern- 
ment.” 

Metcalf is the third man to he chosen 
for a place in the cabinet from the Pa- 
cific slope since the admission of Cal- 
ifornia. The first was George ft. Wil- 
liams, of Oregon, whom Grant made 
attorney general and tried to make him 
chief justice of the United States, but 
whom the senate refused to confirm 
as chief justice. Williams was com- 
monly known as Landaulet Williams 
on account of the handsomely uphol- 
stered landaulet in which Mrs. Wil- 
liams used to drive about Washington 
to the envy of Jess fortunate women. 
After his retirement no Pacific coast 
man held a place in the cabinet until 
McKinley appointed as attorney gen- 
eral Judge McKenna, who served on 
the ways and means committee with 
him in the house and who, curiously 
enough, represented the same district 
in congress afterwards represented by 
Mr. Metcalf. McKenna is now a jus- 
tice of the supreme court.

When he was in 
the senate and had rooms at the Aii- 
lington h<^l the members of his fam- 
ily used to make their own dresses and 
a sewing machine w'as constantly run- 
ning in their modest apartments. 



OBERDORFER 



Washington, July 28. — According to 
the accident bulletin, issued Wednes- 
day by the interstate commerce com- 
mission, there were 79 passengers and 
840 employes of railroads killed, and 
1,590 passengers and 10,854 employes 
injured in accidents on railroads in 
the United States during the quarter 
ended March 31, 1904. This is a de- 
crease of eight killed over thfe cor- 
responding quarter last year. The 
amount of damage to railway property 
caused by accident during the quarter, 
was $2,256,447. The bulletin says that 
the increased use of the airbrake, di- 
minishing the necessity for employes 
on top of trains, has made a reduction 
of 32 per cent, in the number of per- 
sons falling off cars.

Documents are turned out by the ton 
on all sorts of subjects and on every 
conceivable excuse. To say that three- 
fourths of this stuff was ever read by 
anybody would not be perhaps an ex- 
travagant estimate. Of course .every 
document is read b 3 ’ somebody, but 
there are not many that are read by 
any except a very few. Tons upon tons 
of printed matter are stowed away or 
thrown away year after year without 
having been of tire slightest benefit to 
anybody. 

Senators and representatives have 
learned to use documents In the same 
w'ay that they use garden seeds from 
the agricultural department. They 
bundle' them off indiscriminately to 
constituents w'hose names happen to be 
on political lists. Occasionally docu- 
ments sent out this way reach an ap- 
preciative destination. More often they 
are thrown aside or — If they are bound 
in boards — transformed into scrap- 

books. 

It is proposed now’ In some of the de- 
partments to put a nominal price on 
all publications Issued so that when- 
ever a document is sent out it will lie 
sure to reach somebody who cares at 
least enough about it to pay something. 
Such a policy would not make the doc- 
ument business self-supporting, for tha 
price fixed would bo simply ndminal. 
but it would surely tend to lessen tha 
volume of printed material.

A nice muddle is the new Conrt 
House affair as it now stands. 

First, Gibson & Crawford served 
notice on the Building Committee that 
the piers and girders were not sufficient- 
ly strong to curry the load the specifica- 
tions called for. 

The Bnilding Committee then em- 
ployed two experts to come here and 
make an examination, which they did 
Monday and reported that the piers and 
I girders are safe beyond qnestion, full 
report of which is below. 

Then comes Architect Milhum and 
serves notice on Bnilding Committee thae 
Gibson & Crawford are not first- class 
and competent men, etc., and adviset 
them to fire the contractors at once. 

Then comes Superintendent Minter 
with a communication to Milhum. 

Then, to wind up things for ten days 
at least, comes the Bnilding Committee 
with a notice to Gibson & Crawford 
telling them if thby do not get a hnstle 
on themselves in the next ten days they 
will be removed from farther duty aud 
their sureties he looked to for damages, 
etc. 

Now, isn’t this a pretty muddle. Mr. 
Gibson says h«s has nothing to say at this 
time, but still contends that -he is right 
and that he bad no chance to point out 
the' defects he claimed, as he was out of 
the city the day the experts were here. 
We are in sympathy with the Building 
Committee, for we ^lieve every member 
is trying to do the best for the county as 
is^uperintendent Minter, hut they have 
been nnfortnnate, in onr opinion, in 
getting mixed up with a bad architect 
and a bad contractor. As a man, Milhum 
maybe all right, bnt as an architect we 
do not heileve he ranks with the best 
As a man, we believe Gibson, the con- 
tractor, cares only lor self interest, t nd 
if be said he did not care if the huildiug 
fell down two minutes after he was done, 
he is no man at all, bat as a builder we 
believe he unde rstands his bosiness. 

We are afraid the examinations made 
by the gentlemen the other day is not 
sotisfactory to (be pnhlic. It is claimed 
by many that Gibson should have been 
the one to point out to these gentlemen 
the defects and not Architect Milhum or 
his representative. Not that Mr. Min- 



ter did or would in any way misrepre- 
sent anything to the exper.s, far from it, 
bnt Gibson should have been given | 
every chance to have made his state- 
ment good, and then if he failed, he 
should have been fired bodily. 

Only oue suggestiou — so as to satisfy 
beyond a doubt the public on this mat- 
ter let the Committee employ Mr. Sam 
Neely, a Paris hoy, an expert civil and 
mechanical engine- r, who has been in 
the employment of the Government for 
the past five or six je irf, .who is now 
here, to make an examination of the de- 
fects pointed out to him by Gibson. 
We believe this would do more to for- 
ever settle this question than anything 
that has or could be done. It is quite a 
sorions matter, and a few more dollars 
spent now might mean a saving of 
thousands — then too, yon wonldjsatisfy a 
dissatisfied pnhlio as it now stands.

— Acting under instraotions 
from yonr committee, we have examin 
ed the stone and brick piers and steel 
girders in the new Carbon Court 
House, which were pointed out to ns by 
yonr Snpeiintendent, Mr. Minter. 

We have calculated all of the- weights 
which will rest on the said piers when 
the building has been completed, con- 
sidering in every case the most unfavor- 
able circumstances. The results of 
these investigations are as follows : 

PLATE GIRDER. 

The maximum stress in the top and 
bottom fianges at the canter of the gir- 
der produced by all loads will be 18,900 
(thirteen thousand nine hundred) pounds 
per square inch. 

At the point where each girder sup- 
ports the wall of the cupola, the maxi- 
mum stress in the top and bottom 
fiangee will be 8,160 (eight thousand one 
hundred and sixty) pounds per square 
inch. 

PIERS. 

The bearing pressure on the stone 
plinth under each girder at the cupola 
end will he 272 (two and seventy-two) 
pounds per ^oare inch. 

The bearing pressure on the stone 
plinth under she girder at the Bank 
Bow end will be 170 (one hundred and 
seventy) pounds per square inch. 

The maximum pressure in the piers 
at ^he level of the sills of the windows 
she flrss floor, asanming that the en- 
tire weight of each girder is supported 
on the shaded portion of the section of 
the piers shown in the figure will be 134 
(one hondred and thirty-fonr) pounds 
per square inch. 

, CONCLUSIONS. 

The stresses and pressures which will 
exist in the girders and piers when the 
bnilding haa been completed as given 
above, are so well within the safe limits 
ordinarily used in construction, that 
the said girders and piers, in onr jndg- 
meat, are safe beyond qneetion. 

From onr study of the drawings sub- 
mitted to ns and of the bnilding ae it 
now stands, we have no neaitatiem in 
saying ' that the design and proportions 
ef the itmoture are excellent, and that 
great care has been shown in the super-

They are 
now potting in patched stone, which 
was 'prohibited by order of the Oonnty 
CTourt, and as agent of Bonrhon county, 
employed as architect to see that the 
contractors famished the proper ma- 
teriid and workmanship, I do hereby 
certify that the connty should serve 
notice on the contractors and their 
bondsmen, as provided for in Article V 
of the contract. 

I think that the contractors’ neglect 
and refusal to comply with the plans 
and specifications are sufficient grounds 
for Carbon connty to take action as 
they deem best, as provided for in the 
latter part of Article V of the contract, 
dated September 27. 1902. Said con- 
tract required the contractors 'to finish 
the bnilciing on or before January 1, 
1904. There is no evidence now, thut 
can be seen, that they will have the 
bnilding completed by next January. 

I have never regarded Mr. Gibson 
(who has been in charge of the work) a 
first-class and competent superinten- 
dent. While he is a brick mason and 
may be competent to look after that 
particular part, he is not well informed 
on other branches of the work. He has 
not shown by his actions the proper 
spirit and interest he should have in 
having the work done first class. I do 
not believe that Gibson Orawford in- 
tend to have the building finished soon. 
I furthermore believe that the county 
t^ill have a lawsuit with them, and in 
order that the county may get the use 
of their building and the proper protec- 
tion for their records at the earliest day 
possible, I think bondsmen should he 
called on to complete the work. I be- 
lieve the oonnty is taking a risk in al- 
lowing Mr. Gibson to oontinue in charge 
of the bnilding, and I hereby protest 
against his having anything to do with 
the work and take this method of pat- 
ting myself on record.

Dear Sir. — As superintendent of 
erecting the new Bourbon Oonnty 
Court House, and having been placed 
here to protect the county’s interest in 
seeing that the plans and specifications 
are complied with, I wish to report that 
the contractors, Gibson & Crawford, 
have failed in many respects, and re- 
fused to correct defects in work, after 
their attention have been called to same, 
and disregard the specifications, and 
pay no attention to me when I call 
their attention to the defects variation. 
The work has been neglected from time 
to time, and they seem to make no 
special effort to push the work to an 
early completion. In my judgment it 
will be necessary for the county to take 
some action in the matter. I sm also 
of the opinion that Mr. Gibson is in- 
competent, and a dangerous man to 
have charge of the work, and cares not 
whether the countv gets a good job or 
not, all he wants is to collect the money, 
and at various times he has openlv 
stated to me he did not oare whether 
the bnilding fell down two minutes 
after he was done.

S T IS a matter of common ob- 
servation that here and there 
in the southern states are to 
be found stretches of sand- 
clay roads never known to 
be bad. This fact has led 
to a study of the reasons why 
such roads are always good. Numerous 
experiments have been made with varj’- 
iDg results, but all Indicate that the es- 
tentials to success in sand-clay road 



tie or no side ditch will be required. Per- 
haps the most common error In drainage 
is the failure to drain properly and thor- 
oughly all places where there are wet- 
weather springs. If necessary, the road- 
bed must be changed so as to locate it 
upon dry ground, as even the deepest 
side ditches practicable may fail to give 
relief where such springs exist. It is 
important to avoid deep cuts and to 
carefully consider all probable source* 
of trouble. 

Another cause of failure is the want 
of thorough mixing. There may be a 
proper amount of sand, and clay may lie 
placed upon the road, yet if It Is not thor- 
oughly puddled and mixed to saturation 
in every place the road is not likely to 
withstand public travel. Some sections 
will break and become loose sand, while 
others will become muddy in wet weath- 
er and hard in dry weather. Such vari- 
ations may occur every few feet and even 
at the same place, one wheel track being 
in loose sand and the other in mud. 

In northern sections frost is another 
cause of failure, and one more di£GicuIt 
to deal with than any heretofore men- 
tioned. Frost is temporarily destructiva 
to a sand-clay road, and for that rea- 
son the mixture must extend below the 
frost line if the road is built on a clay 
foundation. Freezing disintegrates the 
sand-clay composition and makes of it a 
soft, slushy mud, which, however, re- 
packs again after each heavy rain, al- 
though frequently leaving the road sur- 
face somewhat rough. Therefore, in 
general practice it Is necessary to make 
the sand-clay mixture of such a depth

SAND CLAY ROAD I N SOUTH CAROLINA. 

It Has Been Used for Five Years Without Repair. 



le the addition of sand to the point of 
eaturation, but not, beyond. 

Let it be dearly understood at the out- 
•et that no sand-clay road can satisfac- 
torily withstand the severity of public 
travel without having first been reduced 
to a compact homogeneous mass of sand 
and clay. Each grain of sand should be 
in touch with other grains on all sides, 
such a condition cannot be secured with- 
out the agency of water. It is useless to 
roll a dry sand-clay road before It has 
been rendered homogeneous by the pud- 
dling process and the grains of sand 
have been brought into contact, with 
only the interstices between them filled 
with clay as a binder. The first operation 
ie mixing; the second is rolling as the 
mixture dries. This forces the particles 
of sand together, and any excess of clay 
lends to rise to the surface, rendering it 
sticky. This clay must in turn be sanded 
and the operations repeated until the 
surface has become hard and compact. 

Many failures have been made in the 
building of sand-clay roads, and a few 
of the more common causes of these fail- 
ures will be pointed out. 

The first cause of failure Is the want 
of perfect drainage. The imperfections 
may be in the cross-sectional drainage, 
the side ditches, or the drainage of the 
aubgrade or roadbed. It is customary to 
give to a sand-clay road a little greater 
crown than is usually given to a mac- 
adam road, especially where the grade 
Is above three per cent The subject of 
aide ditches should have more careful 
cenaideration than is usually given in 



as to extend a few inches below tha 
frost line. 

Failure is sometimes due to the kind 
of sand selected. None except sand 
made up of angular grains is adapted to 
sand-clay road making. Sand with 
grains which are worn off round, or 
sand which has been ground up by the 
action of wheels or water until very 
fine, is unsatisfactory and often worth- 
less. The use of such material should 
be avoided, as a perfect bond cannot b« 
effected, and the road cannot resist ths

to devote its firstborn male cliild to a 
monastic life.

At about the age of eight he joins one 
of the caravans which travel to Lhassa. 
There he is attached to one of the local 
monasteries, where he remains as a 
novice until he is 15, learning to read 
the sacred books and perform the reli- 
gious rites of his faith. 

The firstborn sons being thus “sent 
into the church,” as we should say in this 
country, the second sons become the 
heads of the families a^nd marry. 

Unlike some other semi-civilized 
races, these young Thibetans have the 
right of choosing their own wives. A 
Thibetan girl, too, cannot be married 
off by her parents without her own con- 
sent. 

The curious custom in regard to the 
eldest sons results, of course, in nearly 
every Thibetan family acquiring the 
odor of sanctity by numbering a monk 
among its members.

rolling action of wheels, the tendency 
being much the same as when pressure 
is'applied to a mass of marbles. Care 
should always be taken to select the 
sharpest and cleanest sand that can be 
found. 

Other causes of failure are the Im- 
proper selection of clay and the improp- 
er treatment of the clay used. Ferru- 
ginous clays are the best, and chalky 
clays, as they are commonly known, are 
the poorest for road-building purposes. 
Some clays have a large percentage of 
sand to begin with and require less sand, 
while as a rule the chalky (sedimentary) 
clays have very little sand, or very fine 
sand, and are more difficult to get fully 
saturated with sharp sand so as to be- 
come unyielding and homogeneous. 

Another cause of failure in the use of 
this particular clay Is the fact that it 
rarely has iron enough to cement or 
bind the material together; hence it i» 
easily broken up and washed away or 
blown away as dust.
